Sec. 3. NEW SECTION. SHORT TITLE. sections three (3 ) through eleven 

(11) of this Act may be cited and referred to as the Iowa senior judge Act. 

Sec. 4. NEW SECTION. DEFINITIONS. As used in this Act unless the 

context otherwise requires: 

1. "senior judge" means a supreme court judge, court of appeals judge, 

district court judge or district associate judge who meets the requirements 

of section five (5) of this Act and who has not been retired or removed from 

the roster of senior judges under section nine (9) or ten (10) of this Act.
